produce an effect, that effect is 
produced by the power of sugges­ 
tion. 


To com pare the effect of any 
chem ical com pound believed to be 
active within the human body with 
the effect of a placebo “ given-for- 
re a l” is, therefore, to subject it to 
2 tough test. 


DR. ROBERT R. Schopach, pay 
chiatrist at the Henry Ford Hos­ 
pital, D etroit, used the te st in ob 
sessional, anxious, and tense neu­ 
rotic patients—a placebo opposed 
to the “ happy pill,’' m eprobam ate 
which is sold 
under 
the 
trad e 
nam es “ M lltown" and “ Equinol." 


In a m ajority of the patients, 
w hat effect one produced, the oth­ 
e r produced. No one should under­ 
stan d this is to m ean that the pill's 
only power is that of suggestion, 
since there is no question of it 
being chem ically acti’ t inside the 
hum an body.

Several weeks ago we mentioned in 
this column that a bill would be Intro­ 
duced In Congress regulating the e r e c ­ 
tion of billboards along the 41,00(Vmlle 
interstate highw ay system being subsi­ 
dized largely by the Federal Govern­ 
ment. Such a bill has been In tro d u c e d 
and the expectant battle Is no w being 
waged. 
Opponents of this proposed legisla­ 
tion on a national basis are well or­ 
ganized and the billboard lobby is a 
powerful one. As this Is being w ritten 
they are reported to hold the upper 
hand. The m otoring public which prob­ 
ably constitutes a much larger m ajor­ 
ity Is not so well represented. 
Senator Neubcrger, author of the 


pending Senate Control Bill, says that 
It Is the old story of a well-organized 
minority pressing hard against an un­ 
organized and not very active m ajor­ 
ity. Senator N euberger has charged 
that a labor and business lobby Is 
working hard against the bill on both 
sides 
of 
the 
Congressional 
streets. 
Some, he explains, are assigned to In­ 
terview certain law m akers; others are 
selected to make the proper approach 
to other Senators. 
In a case like this letters from con­ 
stituents to Senators and Congressmen 
would probably be very helpful in sup­ 
port of this proposal. If you are one of 
those m otorists who believe that our 
scenic highw ays should not be spoiled 
by unsightly billboards, It would be a 
good idea to w rite yo u r representative 
in W ashington right now.

There’s been a good deal of 
rarping about the sweet smeil of

the Mayflower IT. But lh9 very 
sight of her, under full sail, eas­ 
ing up New York’s Hudson River 
a fortnight ago was so moving 
that I hastily took the clothespin 
off my nose and reached for a 
handkerchief to dab the moisture 
from my eyes. 
And now a visit to the tiny snip 
has confirmed th i fact that the 
emotional impact of this replica 
of the original Mayflower put» 
commercialism to rout. It seems 
a small price to pay for this 
touching gilt from tho British peo­ 
ple to the American people, a 
free-will o I fering eventually to 
come to rest in Plymough Plan­ 
tation. Mass. 
I do not see how any man, 
woman or child — and thousands 
are flocking to see it daily — can 
set foot on tho deck of the May­ 
flower It without feeling awed and 
humbled at the fortitude, both 
physical und spiritual, of the Pil­ 
grim bond that sailed in the or­ 
iginal 
Mayflower 
to 
the 
New 
World in 1B20. 
The m i s e r y of II» cramped 
quarters, 
without 
one creature 
comfort even 
by 
17th Century 
standards, called for a courage 
and endurance at which we can 
only m arvel today. The Pilgrim 
band ol 102 persons, plus a crew 
fit 25 to 30. in the original May­ 
flower must have p a c k e d the 
vessel like sardines in a can and 
provided a comparable amount of 
privacy. 
The Mayflower II can only add 
to our reverence for the indomi­ 
table Pilgrim fathers and moth­ 
ers. And certainly It can 
only 
multiply our understanding of the 
trials they endured to reach a 
haven in an unknown land. In 
persuil of freedom of conscience. 
Tied up at the foot of West 41st 
Street and the Hudson River in 
New York, the Mayflower If Is 
dwarfed even hy tho ferries that 
skittle across the river. Even to 
the crew of 33 that sailed her 
across the Atlantic, her quarters 
seemed cramped. 
"This was the most difficult 
sailing, bar none, t'vc ever exper­ 
ienced." her captain," Alan VII- 
liers, said. "Everyone on hoard 


got sick. You could never get 
used to her motion, because it 
never established a rhythm as 
other ships do, even In bad weath­ 
er. The men lost weight, not be­ 
cause they didn't eat well but be­ 
cause they were knocked about so 
much by the motion." 
My visit to the Mayflower II 
certainly had a commercial be-in, 
as 1 had been invited to breakfast 
aboard her by a public relations 
firm representing both Ihe brew­ 
ing and the canned goods indus­ 
tries. Captain Villiers gracefully 
bowed to both by saying that the 
trip across in the mid 'JOth Cen­ 
tury would have been all but im­ 
possible without canned food to 
feed and beer to water the crew. 
But commercialism cannot de­ 
tract from the fact that he/e, for 
Americans to see. board, examine 
and enjoy, is a replica, as nearly 
authentic as man could make It, 
of the most famous ship in Amer­ 
ican history. Here for us to treas­ 
ure and to help us recapture the 
grandeur of our past is a ship 
whose c a r g o was, in reality, 
history. 
I doubt that any American can 
step on the deck of the Mayflow­ 
er's replica without feeling that he 
is treading sacred ground. It Í» 
an exhilarating and wonderful ex­ 
perience.
